Students voice fears

Four students from the 
Department of French, 
Swahili and Italian met with 
Floyd Mullinix, Vice- 
President of Academic Affairs 
Monday to impress upon him 
the need for an immediate 
decision concerning the pos- 
sible three-position cut in the 
nine-member French 
department faculty. 

A total of 20 cuts are to be 
made throughout the campus 
for financial reasons. 

The department has pos- 
sible replacements for the 
three faculty spots that will be 
vacated, but cannot fill them 


without some decision from 
Mullinix. The delay is forcin, 
the candidates to k 
elsewhere. 

Joe D'Alessandro, Italia. 
Major, expressed his concern 


-over the possible faculty 


reduction. ‘We're afraid 
about the future of our 
careers, our lives.’’ He 
stressedt need for a quality 


education «id for maintaining 
the positions. 

The students pointed out 
the adverse effects that cut- 
ting three faculty positions 
could have: one-third of the 
French department could be 
wiped out. 

Mullinix said the students

to wait for the old senate to 
decide on the validity of the 
election before organizing ex- 
tensively. 

The vote to hold an orien- 
tation retreat to get a consen- 
sus on policies and regulations 
passed unaminously with one 
abstention. It was decided that 
members of the old Senate 
who have special expertise 
should be on hand at the orien- 
tation, but that new senators 
should not inherit old per- 
sonality clashes. 

Citing that students are the 
most affected by the quality of 
teachers, new senate chair 
Jim Hollenback appointed 
Tony Mazi, a member of both 
the new and old senate, to 
review promotion, retention 
and tenuring (PRT) of the 
faculty. The ultimate goal of 
the committee would be to 
recommend a_ standardized 
PRT program for ll 
departments of the university. 

Hollenback also proposed a 
committee to review all the

other committees concerned 
with CSUS policy and 
procedures. 

Hollenback, who worked 
with the Campus Planning 
Committee this year, to set up 
the bus shelter, recommended 
a new organization for this 
committee. Besides the 
university president and the 
director of campus planning, 
Hollenback outlined plans to 
expand student membership 
to include a member from 
Handicapped Students As- 
sociation. A student each from 
the departments of 
engineering, art, and _ en- 
vironmental studies would be 
appointed by the AS president 
and confirmed by the senate 
for membership on the Cam- 
pus Planning Committee. 

An AS senator and a faculty 
representative are also in- 
cluded in the proposed new 
organization.

In the last decade Cesar 
Chavez and the United Farm 
Workers (UFW) have become 
synonymous. 

The son of a migrant farm 
worker and a migrant worker 
himself, he accomplished 
what professional organizers 
had attempted for 
decades-—the unionization of 
migrant farm labor. They 
failed while he succeeded. 

Chavez will be speaking on 
the Quad tomorrow at 11] a.m. 

In 1962 Cesar founded the 
United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee 
(UFWOC). It was to take 10 
years before the fledging 
organization would be 
recognized as a member union 
by the AFL-CIO. 

A non-violent person, 
Chavez preached non-violence 
to his followers. He led his 
people in a gentle but strong 
manner. He fasted on their 
behalf. UFWOC staffers 
worked hard for little pay. The 
union boycotted to win its 
demands. 

By 1965 the union was 


AB 1 authored by Richard 
Alatorre is supported by the 
UFW. It proposes the creation 
of an agriculture labor 
relations board to conduct 
secret ballot union recognition 
elections and oversee collec- 
tive bargaining. 

By not specifically prohibit- 
ing them, the Alatorre bill 
would allow the use of the 
secondary boycott and 
recognitional picketing. It 
calls for the secret ballot elec- 
tions to be held at harvest time 
in order to enfranchise as 
many seasonal workers as 
possible. 
strong enough to strike the 
grape growers for better 
wages and working con- 
ditions. A coalition with the 
Catholic Church and liberals 
was forged that has lasted to 
this day. The grape boycott 
spread across the nation and 
then overseas. 


After several years the 
growers capitulated and 
Signed contracts’ with 


Chavez's group. 


In the 1970's the Teamsters 
challenged the UFW in 
organizing the farm workers 


But instead of working among 
the workers, the Teamsters 
simply signed back-door, 
sweet-heart contracts with the 
growers in what AFL-CIO 
President George Meany des- 
cribed as flagrant union bus- 


ting. 
Gallo Wine, one of the 
UFW’s biggest contracts, 


signed with the Teamsters in 
this manner in 1973. Cesar 
declared a boycott against the 
company later that year. 

Chavez led a protest march 
against Gallo’s Modesto head- 
quarters March | of this year. 
He proclaimed that the UFW 
was willing to boycott until 
eternity and that the union 
was willing to leave Gallo if a 
secret ballot election showed 
that the workers honestly 
preferred Teamster represen- 
tation. 

Several farm labor bills are 
before the legislature this 
year, aS in past years, and 
each drums up various 
degrees of support among the 
UFW, Teamsters and 
growers. So far no one bill has 
gamered enough support 
from all three parties to win 
passage. 


Cook to deliver faculty research lecture 


Albert M. Cook, CSUS as- 
sociate professor of electrical 
engineering, has been named 
to deliver the 1975 Faculty 
Research Lecture at noon on 
Wednesday, May 7, in new lib- 
rary 304. The announcement 
was made by the Faculty 
Research Committee headed 
by chairman Al Whitney. 

Cook, who received his 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Wyoming in 1970, has 
developed a strong ‘‘clinically 
oriented”’ bio-engineering 
f area of study and has been ex- 
tremely active in research 
projects involving graduate 
and undergraduate students. 
Professor Don Gillott, chair- 
man of the Electrical 
Engineering Department, 
noted in his letter nominating 


Professor Cook for the 
Faculty Research Award. 
‘‘Professor Cook has 


developed an excellent wor- 
king relationship between the 
School of Engineering and 
local medical organizations, 
an effort which led to the 
development of an internship 
program at Sutter Community 
Hospital for biomedical 
engineering students, and a 
preliminary industrial 
internship with the Electra- 
Physics-Incorporated.”’ 


Recently, Cook was invited 
by the Electrical Engineering 
Research Committee of the 
Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratories in Livermore to 
develop an interdisciplinary 
research capability involving 
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the laboratories, CSUS, and 
the local medical community 


Previously Cook was the 
principal investigator on ‘‘a 
volume cycle respirator em- 
ploying an electronically con- 
trolled linear actuator,"’ a pro- 
ject undertaken with the as- 
sistance and support of Sutter 
Hospital's Medical Research 
Foundation. 

Cook, who has received 
research grants the past three 


yéars for his scholarly pur- 
suits, has also been an as- 
sociate investigator with Dr. 
E. Christian, assisted by the 
Sacramento-Yolo Heart As- 
sociation, on ‘A Study of In- 
fra-Myocradial Sequence of 
Depolarization in the Fetal 
Heart * 

Cook, who joined the CSUS 
faculty this year, has received 
an award of $1,000 and $500 for 
travel allowance to be used 
over a two-year period.

were ‘‘assuming that three 
positions had been cut when 
this is not the case.’’ He added 
that there has not been a 
decision to take away three 
French positions. But there 
has also been no decision to fill 
the vacancies. There has been 
no decision at all, he said. 


Mullinix also told the group 
they haven't looked at the total 
situation. He said the cutbacks 
are not a result of the univer- 
sity not growing, but of not 
growing as fast as predicted. 

“There are massive shifts 
in enrollment—away from 
Social Science and toward 
Business Administration, 
Criminal Justice and Com- 
munication Studies. The 
problem is getting more 
positions where needed when 
we don’t have the money to 
create new  positions...We 
have to move existing 
positions to the areas of 
greatest demand. 


“To do this,’’ Mullinix con- 
tinued, ‘‘all positions that 
become available because of 
resignations, etc., would be 
reassigned to my office for 
review.” 


Assuring Mullinix that they 
understood. the students once 
again stressed the need for 
some kind of decision, and 
suggested that perhaps 
Mullinix didn’t fully 
understand the bleak future 
these students may face if one- 
third of their faculty is 
abolished. 

Mullinix then tried to ex- 
plain the delay by telling the 
group that much discussion of 
this situation was necessary. 
“I don’t want to make an 
autocratic decision,’’ he said. 
He added that he felt he had 
made the right decisions so far 
and that hasty actions would 
not be wise. 


Patty Ghiossi, also an 


Italian major, said the group’s 
concern for their future forced 
them to take an adversary 
relationship toward Mullinix. 
‘We can’t take a positive at- 
titude and sit back and feel 
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that everything will work out. 
The nature of the situation re- 
quires us to take a negative at- 
titude. Passivity won’t do us 
any good."’ 

D’Alessabdro ended the 
meeting by saying that ‘‘Time 
is very much of the 
essence...We feel we cannot 
wait anymore. We won't wait 
anymore...We’re very much 
afraid for our future. We’re 
not going to let our education 
suffer."’ 

Mullinix only added ‘‘There 
willbe some cuts...I’m hopeful 
that we'll make the best 
decision we possibly can.”’

ing members. Hollenback ex- 
plained after the meeting that 
he felt they shouldn’t be voting 
members because, although 
they are needed for their ex- 
pertise, they are recipients of 
project funds budgeted by 
Campus Planning.

Now in paperback! 
The great, extraordinary, 


motivation researchers is not 
se much that you liked or 
disliked the message, but that 
you noticed it. All the better if 
you liked and remembered it. 

What these carefully 
designed ads generally try to 
do is to keep the message 
intellectually inane. ‘‘Don’t in- 
volve the listener’s 
intelligence...." This is a 
concept long understood by 
politicians eager to please. 
The message must engage the 
unconscious. 

Early in the 50's, a movie 
house experiment flashed 
super-fast popcorn commer- 
cials on the screen at speeds 
too fast to consciously 
see—popcorn sales soared. 
Such obvious techniques were 
outlawed, but the goal 
remains 

Important studies of 
women's menstrual cycles, 
color preferences and 
subliminal symbolism are old 
news in today’s commercial 
behavioral studies 


A controlled color research 


Study reported people 
believed they got better or 
worse results. with their 


clothes washing soaps depen- 
ding on the color of the boxes. 
In yellow boxes they thought 
the soap ‘‘too harsh” and it 
even wrecked their clothing. 
The blue box ‘‘left clothes dir- 
ty,”’ and the color-baianced 
box seemed to work best all 
around. 


Vance Packard's Hidden 
Persuaders is full of exam- 
ples, such as the soap 
manufacturers who. dis- 
covered that women believed 
their bars of soap only 
promised them cleanliness, 
and would pay a maximum of 
25 cents for a cake. Soap 
advertisements now promise 
beauty and sell hope. 








Studies report sales in- 
crease for, say, a 14-cent item 
when a ‘‘bargain’”’ of two for 29 
cents is offered. Likewise, 
eye-level at the supermarket 
is best positioning for 
‘splurge’ items. 


As for television, many 
firms wise to marketing 
techniques loath to advertise 
their products on excep- 
tionally good programs, since 
they won't be as effective as 
mediocre ones. ‘‘You tend to 
talk about the program during 
the commercials.” 


Child-directed commer- 
cials often do not aim at 
today’s young consumer. but 
in ‘‘building for tomorrow.” 
Their long-range’ ettec- 
tiveness can best be es- 
tablished when the child 
memorizes and sings the com- 
pany'’s anthem or repeats the 
ad slogans. ‘Try it, you'll like 
it’ fired imaginations of all 
ages Remember when all the 
kids were singing. ‘‘I wish I 
were an Oscar Meyer 
weiner?’ 

Optimism without end is 
still the main rule. Yet there 
are signs that the public has 
become super-saturated with 
too much ultra-sweet glamour 
and blind positivism. 


The women’s movernent 
often derides the unrealistic, 
smiling countenances of the 
happy TV housewives as they 
joyfully wash the floor, the 
dishes, and do the shopping. 
Notice that upper-middle 
class women don’t appear in 
the laundry or food store ads; 
while the affluent person in- 
variably appears in makeup 
or beauty preparation ads. 
Similarly, men’s hairspray 
spots had to begin in the foot- 
ball locker room. 


Still we find it necessary to 
deal with the real world 
without psyches that 
automatically leap for com- 
forting thoughts and con- 
clusions. They key of course is 
your awareness of what the 
commercial game is really 
about, and what it involves. 

If you're not buying the 
message, don't buy their 
product either. And if they in- 
sult your intelligence, write 
them an appropriately worded 
note.
